Qatar’s  crown  prince  deposes 
father  in  bloodless  coup 

Emir  vows  to  return,  'whatever  the  cost’ 


DOHA,  Qatar  (AP)  - Qatar’s 
crown  prince,  for  years  the  real 
power  in  the  wealthy  Gulf  emir- 
ate, acted  quickly  and  unexpected- 
ly yesterday  to  depose  bis  father, 
who  was  at  a hotel  in  Geneva. 

The  dethroning  was  largely  a 
formality,  since  Prince  Hamad 


ed  at  a Washington  army  base, 
Fort  Lesley  J*  McNair,  thus  scut- 
tling American  efforts  to  hide  the 
■location  of  the  meetings. 


Secretary  of  State  Warren 
Christopher  opened  the  proceed- 
ings, joined  by  US  peace  team 
coordinator  Dennis  Ross,  me 
National  Security  Council's  Mid- 
dle East  official  Mark  Parriss, 
and  Gen.  Daniel  Christman.

The  deposed  emir.  Sheik  Jvna- 
lifa  Bin  Hamad  Thani,  65,  called 
the  coup  unacceptable  and  said 
from  Geneva’s  expensive  Hotel 
du  Rhone  that  he  would  return  to 
his  country  “whatever  the  cost." 

“I  am  still  their  legitimate  emir 
whether  it  be  for  the  royal  family, 
the  people  or  for  the  army,"  he 
said.  State  media  proclaimed  the 
peaceful  takeover  and  referred  to 
the  son,  a long-time  defense  min- 
ister. as  "the  new  emir.” 


Later,  Sheik  Hamad  told  an 
emergency  cabinet  session  that 
the  ouster  was  necessitated  by  the 
nation’s  "difficult  circum- 
stances,” about  which  he  did  not 
elaborate.  The  conditions  “led 
me  forcefully  and  with  all  regret 
to  make  up' my  mind...  and  as- 
sume the  rale  of  the  country  zs 
successor  to  my  father  who  will 
remain  the  cherished  father  of 
all,"  he  said. 

He  indicated  the  coup  would 
bring  no  major  shift  in  policy. 
Qatar’s  new  interior  and  foreign 
ministers  were  quickly  sent  to 
Saudi  Arabia  for  a meeting  with 
King  Fahd. 

Meanwhile.  Omar,  an  impor- 
tant ally,  and  Jordan  both  sent 
messages  to  the  new  emir  that 
amounted  to  recognition. 

Arab  diplomats  said  the  father 
and  his  45-year-old  son  fell  out 
over  how  strong  a stance  Qatar 
should  take  in  long-running  terri- 
torial disputes  with  neighboring 


Bahrain  and  Saudi  Arabia. 

Leadership  changes  are  rare  in 
the  Gulf,  ruled  almost  exclusively 
by  royal  families  which  have  used 
a mix  of  clout,  oil  revenues  and 
repression  to  stay  in  power  for 
decades. 

But  it  was  the  second  political 
shake-up  in  a week.  Bahrain  s 
cabinet  was  reshuffled  Monday 
for  the  first  time  in  20  years.  In 
both  cases,  the  ruling  clique 
stayed  in  place. 

Life  on  the  streets  of  Doha, 
capital  of  this  barren  sandy  pen- 
insula jutting  off  the  coast  of  Sau- 
di Arabia,  appeared  normal. 
Residents  learned  about  the  coup 
on  television,  and  offices  and 
shops  were  open  for  business. 

The  coup  follows  a history  of 
struggles  within  the  ruling  family, 
going  back  to  its  days  as  a British 
protectorate  before  1971.  The 
deposed  emir  seized  power  from 
his  cousin  Ahmed  in  1972.

AN  IDF  soldier  was  moderately 
wounded  in  a Hizbullah  roadside 
bomb  attack  in  the  eastern  sector 
of  the  security  zone  yesterday. 

The  army  spokesman  said 
troops  were  on  operational  duties 
in  the  region,  near  Huleb  village, 
when  an  explosive  device  was 
detonated  nearby. 

The  wounded  soldier  was 
treated  in  the  field  before  being 
evacuated  by  helicopter  to  Hai- 
fa’s Rambam  Hospital. 

Hizbullah,  in  a statement 
claiming  responsibility  for  the  at- 
tack. said  it  had  detonated  two 
roadside  bombs  alongside  an  IDF 
infantry  patrol.  _ 

It  was  the  first  incident  in  the 
zone  since  heavy  fighting  in  the 
' area  last  Friday,  following  Hiz- 
bullah Katyusha  rocket  attacks 
on  the  Western  Galilee,  in  which 
one  person  was  killed  and  eight 

others  wounded. 

The  latest  attack  also  coincided 
with  the  start  of  the  Israel-Syria 
security  talks  in  Washington. 

Hizbullah  leader  Sheikh  Hasr 
san  NasraJlab  was  quoted  in  Leb- 
anese newspapers  yesterday  as 
saying  that  the  organization 
would  continue  its  operations  de- 
spite the  talks. 

“I  don’t  believe  that  an  Israel- 
Syria  agreement  will  ever  see  the 
light  of  day  and  therefore  our 
struggle  and  suicide  operations 
will  continue,’’  Nasrallah  was 
quoted  as  saying. 

Nevertheless,  he  stressed  that 
Hizbullah  only  fired  Katyusha 
rockets  at  Israeli  settlements  “in 
order  to  protect  Lebanese 
civilians.”

Informed  Israeli  sources  « 
said  the  US  is  pressing  to  host 
an  event  that  would  bring  to- 
gether  President  Bill  Clinton, 
Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Ra-  \ 

bin,  PLO  Chairman  Yasser  , 
Arafat*  Mubarak  and  Hus- 
sein, and  a variety  of  other 
Arab  leaders  who  have  made 
peace  overtures  towards 
Israel. 

They  believe  that  holding 
the  ceremony  in  the  US  would 
provide  a political  boost  to  the 
Clinton  administration,  which 
has  been  beset  with  foreign 
policy  problems.  It  would  also 
be  a gesture  acknowledging 
Clinton’s  support  of  the  peace 
process. 

“Barring  unforeseen  circum- 
stances, the  signing  will  be  in 
Washington  ,’*  for  a variety  of 
reasons,  another  Israeli  source 
said.  Two  other  sources  also  said 
they  expected  the  ceremony  to  be 
held  in  Washington. 

Egypt  had  offered  to  host  the 
ceremony,  but  it  appears  Egypt 
will  yield  to  a US  invitation. 

Officials  in  Jerusalem  hope  a 
deal,  if  not  wrapped  up  by  July  1 
would  be  completed  a few  days 
later.  It  is  believed  that  a prelude 
to  any  agreement  will  be  a sum- 
mit between  Rabin  and  Arafat, 
although  no  such  meeting  has  yet 
been  announced. 

The  Clinton  administration  has 
avoided  involvement  in  the  sub- 
stance of  the  Israel-Palestinian 
negotiations,  believing  the  par- 
1 ties  must  work  out  their  own 
problems. 

Reports  yesterday  said  the 
talks,  now  in  their  final  stages, 
t might  be  moved  to  Washington 
before  the  ceremony.  However.

Arafat’s  standing  within  the  Pal- 
estinian community.  The  PLO 
leader,  who  will  be  running  in 
Palestinian  elections  this  fall,  has 
not  been  invited  to  the  White 
House  since  the  signing  of  the 
Oslo  accords  in  September.  1993. 

A Washington  signing  ceremo- 
ny would  also  remind  Congress  of 
the  importance  of  the  Middle 
East  peace  process.  There  has 
been  opposition  in  Congress  to 
extending  the  $100  million  in  aid 
to  the  Palestinian  Authority. 

Last  night,  Cong.  Jim  Saxton 
(Republican-New  Jersey)  was 
planning  to  offer  an  amendment 
to  the  House  foreign  aid  bill  to 
cut  off  all  US  funding  to  the  PA. 
Congress  has  also  had  a rough 
time  providing  a $275  million 
debt  write-off  to  Jordan. 

“Congress  is  out  of  touch  with 
the  importance  of  the  peace  pro- 
cess, due  to  the  unremitting  ef- 
forts of  the  Israeli  opposition  to 
undermine  it.  In  that  context, 
bringing  the  peace  process  to 
Washington  is  a good  idea,"  said 
Jonathan  Jacoby,  executive  di- 
rector of  the  Labor-affiliated, 
New  York-based  Israel  Policy 
Forum. 

The  ceremony  would  also  give 
Israel  an  opportunity  to  mend 
ties  with  congressional  Republi- 
cans who  have  also  apparently 
felt  offended  b>  Rabin,  who 
thinks  they  are  not  providing 
“peace  dividends"  to  Arabs  that 
make  peace  with  Israel.  Republi- 
can members  were  infun ated 
when  Rabin  termed  their  actions 
"isolationist.” 

Angry  Republicans  point  out 
that  they  plan  to  leave  the  $3  bil- 
lion annual  aid  to  Israel  intact  dur- 
‘ ing  the  upcoming  coming  fiscal 
year,  which  begins  in  October. 
They  also  think  they  should  be 
! warmly  embraced  by  the  Rabin 
government  for  pushing  to  move 
the  US  Embassy  to  Jerusalem. 

5 However,  the  premier  has  been 
muted  on  this  issue,  fearing  to  em- 
1 barrass  the  Clinton  administra- 
" tion,  which  has  said  such  a move 
would  derail  the  peace  process. 

Rabin  apparently  fears  the  Re- 
publicans are  out  to  score  parti- 
''  san  advantage  at  Clinton  s ex- 
pense. and  therefore  has  sought 
to  take  a very  low  profile  on  the 
'’  Jerusalem  embassy  issue. 

Another  opportunity  to  mend 
~ the  frayed  ties  with  the  Republi- 
cans may  occur  in  the  middle  of 
August,  when  29  Republican 
a congressmen  are  scheduled  to 
visit  here. 


US  House  to  debate  bill  monitoring  PLO 


A BILL  to  tighten  PLO  compliance  with  its  commitments  to  Israel  was 
due  to  be  introduced  in  the  House  late  last  night. 

Representative  Eliot  Engel  (D-NY)  was  to  submit  the  legislation, 
which  is  co-sponsored  by  Rep.  James  Saxton  (R-NJ).  _ 

The  Engel  bill  would  update  the  Middle  East  Peace  Facilitanon  Act 
(MEPFA)  - the  law  that  allows  certain  US  contacts  with  the  PLO  by 
incorporating  the  PLO’s  security- related  commitments  to  Israel  under 
the  Cairo  agreement.  MEPFA  is  due  to  expire  on  Friday. 

The  Engel  bill  would  require  the  US  to  formally  ask  the  PLO 
whether  it  is  turning  over  security  suspects  to  Israeli  authorities  as 
required,  and  to  certify  the  transfers  are  occurring.  HtUel  Kuttler

PA’s  Yusef: 


JOINT  patrols  will  play  a large  part 
in  bridging  the  Israeli  and  Palestin- 
ian positions  on  redeployment, 
Maj.-Gen.  Nasser  Yusef,  the  Pales- 
tinian Authority’s  national  security 
commander,  said  in  an  interview 
yesterday. 

The  two  sides  are  still  far  apart, 
but  there  is  no  deadlock,  he  said. 

Since  no  decision  has  been  made 
concerning  withdrawal  from  Jenin 
first,  or  Jenin,  Nablus,  Tulkarm  and 
Kalkilya  first,  the  Palestinian  Police 
has  different  plans  for  the  redeploy- 
ment scenarios. 

Whatever  scenario  is  followed 


will  include  two  common  elements: 
a timetable  for  complete  Israeli 
withdrawal  from  population  centers 
and  joint  patrols. 

Yusef  told  The  Jerusalem  Post  he 
envisaged  that  IDF  troops  would 
leave  towns  and  villages  and  rede- 
ploy in  “empty  areas,  some  military 
camps  and  in  settlements.”  Howev- 
er, Israel,  so  far,  does  not  want  to 
move  far  beyond  towns’  municipal 
borders. 

The  question  of  whether  IDF 
troops  would  have  the  right  to  re- 
enter populated  areas  for  security 
reasons  is  still  to  be  negotiated,  Yu- 


IDF  breaks  up  scuffle  over 
settlers’  fencing  in  land

IDF  troops  separated  Jews  and  Pal- 
estinians who  scuffled  yesterday 
over  land  that  settlers  fenced  in  near 
Beit  Horon,  as  settlement  activists 
intensified  their  campaign  to  scuttle 
IDF  redeployment  in  the  territories. 

In  the  early  morning,  about  40 
Beit  Horon  residents  fenced  in  48 
dunams  of  land  they  said  is  included 
in  the  settlement’s  master  plan. 
Soon  after  they  began  work,  about 
20  Palestinians  from  nearby  Beit  Ur 
al-Fouka  went  to  the  scene  and 
claimed  the  land  was  theirs.  Soldiers 
separated  the  sides,  and  the  settlers 
were  issued  a civil  administration 
order  to  stop  work  on  the  fence. 

Nissan  Slomiansky,  one  of  the 
leaders  of  the  Council  of  Jewish 
Communities  in  Judea,  Samaria  and 
Gaza,  said  that  “when  the  IDF 
leaves,  all  areas  that  are  not  fenced 
in,  and  where  there  is  no  Jewish 
presence,  will  be  turned  over  to  the 
PLO.”  He  said  the  aim  is  to  stake  a 
claim  to  state  land,  as  well  as  to 
“ignite  a fire”  that  could  lead  to  a 
crisis  in  the  negotiations  with  die 
PLO. 

As  Beit  Horan  settlers  were  erect- 
ing a fence,  Beit  E]  residents  were 
tearing  down  another  one,  belonging 


to  the  adjacent  IDF  training  base. 

Settlement  secretary  Yoav  Barak 
said  the  fence  is  on  land  allocated 
for  a commercial  center,  but  which 
was  not  used  in  die  past  because  it 
was  near  the  army  base’s  shooting 
range.  “The  EDF  changed  the  direc- 
tion of  the  range,  and  the  land  be- 
longs to  us,”  Barak  said. 

The  work  was  stopped  after  sev- 
eral IDF  officers  arrived  on  the 
scene.  Barak  said  that  eventually  the 
fence  will  be  replaced  by  temporary 
structures. 

Also  in  Beit  E J,  a tractor  repaired 
a road  that  the  civil  administration 
tore  up  two  years  ago,  providing  the 
settlement  with  a second  road  link- 
ing it  to  the  Jerasalem-Nablus  road 

Next  to  Rachel’s  Tomb  in  Bethle- 
hem, a few  hundred  people  took  part 
in  the  dedication  of  a temporary 
building  which  National  Religious 
Party  MK  Honan  Porat,  behind  the 
setting  up  of  the  structure,  hopes 
will  turn  into  a full-fledged  yeshiva. 

“1  hope  the  time  will  come  when

In  another  development  yester- 
day, the  IDF  stopped  work  on  two 
roads  near  Kochav  Hashachar  to  de- 
termine whether  road  construction 
taking  place  there  is  legal 
On  the  Jerusalem-Jericho  high- 
way, a number  of  settlers  from 
Vered  Yeriho  threw  stones  at  Pales- 
tinian cars  yesterday,  apparently  in 
retaliation  for  stoning  incidents  in 
which  two  Jews  and  an  IDF  soldier 
were  injured  in  Jericho  Tuesday 
night. 

About  20  people  tried  to  block  the 
road,  but  were  dispersed  by  police.

Porat 
then  asked  Weiss  to  schedule  the 
discussion  before  July  1,  because 
once  the  agreement  on  the  second 
stage  is  signed,  a discussion  on  the 
need  to  submit  it  to  the  decision  of 
the  people  would  be  pointless.

By  enabling  the  speaker  to  do 
this,  it  continued,  the  court  would 
essentially  be  enabling  him  to  pre- 
vent opposition  MKs  from  raising 
motions  of  importance  - and  this 
would  seriously  damage  Israeli 
democracy. 

Hat  Collins  adds: 

Weiss  responded  to  the  charges 
by  saying  that  the  Knesset  has  a 
number  of  other  similar  issues  on 
the  agenda  that  are  being  addressed. 

“Most  of  the  political  issues  are 
similar  or  identical  to  this  one.

THE  coup  d’etat  in  Qatar  may 
have  implications  for  relations 
with  Israel  - for  die  better.

Mainstream  rabbis  move  away  from 
rabbi  who  termed  Rabin  a traitor 


THE  mainstream  Orthodox  lead- 
ership in  America  is  distancing 
itself  from  a maverick  rabbi's  sug- 
gestion that  officials  in  Prime 
Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin’s  govern- 
ment are  " mosrim’'  - people  who 
betray  Jews  - thus  implying  that  it 
is  acceptable  to  loll  them. 

Rabbi  Abraham  Hecht  of 
Brooklyn  first  referred  to  Israeli 
leaders,  and  those,  who  assist 
thfem,  as  mosrim  last  week  in 
New  York,  when  an  Orthodox 
group,  the  International  Rabbini- 
cal Coalition  for  Israel,  issued  a 
ruling  that  it  is  not  permissible  for 
the  government  to  relinquish  any 
land.  The  halachic  validity  of  that 
view  has  been  challenged  by  oth- 
ers in  the  Orthodox  community. 

“The  mere  rumor  that  he  made 
the  statement  did  a great  disser-

vice”  to  the  widespread  Ameri- 
can Orthodox  opposition  to  the 
Rabin  government's  actions  on 
the  peace  process,  said  one  offi- 
cial of  the  Orthodox  Rabbinical 
Council  of  America. 

“I  feel  this  [peace  process]  is  a 
terrible  mistake  made  by  people 
who  have  no  sensitivity  to  Jewish 
history,”  the  official  “'said.  ‘ “That’s 
my  opinion.  [Bnt]  if  Rabbi  Hecht 
has  the  same  opinion  and  then 
goes  on  to  say,  ‘Kill  the  prime 
minister,’  then  my  cause  suffers.” 

Hecht  rigorously  stands  by  his 
position  that  the  government,  as 
the  “executor”  of  the  Jewish  in- 
heritance has  no  right  to  relin- 
quish any  land,  and  that  current 


government  officials  are  mosrim 
who  would  free  severe  penalties. 

“But  did  I say  you  should  get  a 
‘hired  gun’  to  blow  his  [Rabin’s] 
brains  out?  Absolutely  not,” 
Hecht  said  yesterday.  “But  if  we 
are  talking  academically,  Jrom 
the  point  of  view  of  Jewish" iiw,‘ 
[Rabin]  is  a traitor.” 

Hecht  challenged  those  who 
said  he  had  done  a disservice  to 
the  Orthodox  opposition.  “We 
have  a lot  of  nice  Orthodox  rab- 
bis who  have  laryngitis  when  it 
comes  to  talking  abont  Israel.” 
Rabbi  Aaron  Soloveichik,  dean 
of  the  Brisk  Yeshiva  in  Chicago 
and  the  leading  talmudic  author- 
ity at  Yeshiva  University  in  New 


York,  was  distressed,  by  Hedn’s 
comments.  “We  cannot  use  vio- 
lence, not  even  verbal  violence” 
against  the  Rabin  government, 
he  said.

Ben-Eliezer  will 
implement  reform 
in  public  housing

HOUSING  Minister  Binyamin  Ben- 
Eliezer  yesterday  announced  wide- 
ranging  reforms  in  the  public  housr 
ing  sector  which  are  likely  to  make 
rents  cheaper  for  low-income 
families. 

The  reforms,  which  are  to  be  im- 
plemented first  in  “confrontatiou- 
line”  towns  and  villages  in  the 
north,  also  include  incentives  to  en- 
courage tenants  to  purchase  apart- 
ments they  have  been  renting  from 
government-run  housing  companies 
such  as  Amidar  and  Amigur. 

■ Ben-Eliezer  announced  the  mea- 
sures during  a visit  to  the  north 
yesterday  to  inaugurate  a new 
NIS  10.5  maiion  stretch  of  road  be- 
tween Kibbutz  Kfar  Szold  and  Kib- 
butz Shamir,  near  Kiryat  Shmona. 

He  took  advantage  of  the  visit  to 
pledge  continued  investment  in 
road,  housing  and  infrastructure  pro- 
jects, especially  in  Kiryat  Shmona 
and  towns  and  villages  near  the  Leb- 
anese border. 

Residents  of  Kiryat  Shmona,  led 
by  Mayor  Prosper  Azran.  recently 
staged  a general  strike  to  protest 
what  they  described  as  the  govern- 
ment's neglect  of  the  front-line 
town. 

They  called  for  special  funding  to 
improve  education,  youth  and  social 
facilities.  They  also  pressed  for  land 
and  infrastructure  to  be  made  avail- 
able for  uew  industries,  public  bous- 
ing and  bufld-yonr-own-home  pro- 
jects, as  well  as  for  lower  rents  for 
tenants  in  Amidar  and  Amigur 
apartments.  Similar  calls  have  also 


been  made  by  heads  of  confronta- 
tion-line towns  and  villages. 

Prime  Minister  Yitzhak  Rabin,  af- 
ter several  meetings  with  ministers, 
pledged  that  the  government  would 
give  preferential  treatment  to  con- 
frontation line  settlements  in  an  ef- 
fort to  improve  the  lot  of  residents. 

The  public  housing  reforms  an- 
nounced yesterday  by  Ben-Eliezer 
fix  new  criteria  for  public  housing 
rents  based  on  the  income  and  size 
of  families,  the  size  of  the  property 
and  its  location. 

The  new  criteria  will  assist  low- 
income  families  and  lead  to  sizeable 
reductions,  while  those  in  a better 
financial  position  might  have  to  pay 
more. 

Until  now,  rental  rates,  even  for 
apartments  of  the  same  size  in  the 
same  town,  have  differed  widely  de- 
pending on  when  tenants  moved  in. 

He  said  that  in  those  areas  with  an 
“A'’  priority  development  status, 
such  as  Kiryat  Shmona,  tenants 
wanting  to  purchase  their  apart- 
ments would  receive  grants  and  dis- 
counts of  up  to  NIS  65,000  - about 
half  the  cost  of  a three-room  flat  in 
Kiryat  Shmona.  They  would  be  able 
to  take  out  mortgages  at  preferential 
terms  for  the  remainder  of  the  sum, 
he  said. 

The  public  bousing  reforms  will 
be  implemented  first  in  the  north,  in 
places  like  Kiryat  Shmona,  Ma’alot, 
Shlomi,  Nahariya,  Metulla  and  vil- 
lages. They  will  later  be  implement- 
ed in  stages  in  other  parts  of  the 
country. 


Liba’i  turns  over  to  A-G

council 

The  interior  minister  said  the 
Finance  Ministry  would  transfer 
NIS  36  million  to  the  Bnei  Brak 
Municipality  to  pay  salaries  to 
city  workers  for  three  months, 
including  the  two  for  which  they 
have  not  yet  been  paid.

Jay  Feinberg’s  search 
ends:  Marrow  donor 
found  in  four-year  hunt

JAY  Feinberg,  a 26-year-old 
New  Jersey  man  diagnosed  with 
leukemia  four  years  ago,  has  fi- 
nally found  a compatible  donor 
of  bone  marrow  who  has  a good 
chance  of  saving  his  life.  The 
transplant  is  due  to  take  place  at 
the  Hutchinson  Cancer  Research 
Center  in  Seattle  in  two  weeks. 

During  their  search  for  a do- 
nor, the  Feinberg  raised  $25  mil- 
lion and  helped  save  the  lives  of 
over  a dozen  people  who  located 
marrow  donors  through  their 
blood  drives,  including  several 
held  in  Israel. 

In  January,  1993,  thousands  of 
would-be  donors  flooded  Jerusa- 
lem hotels  to  have  their  hlood 
tested.  Similar  blood  drives  were 
sponsored  by  (he  Friends  of  Jay 
Foundation  throughout  the  US. 
But  since  he  has  a very  rare  hu- 
man lymphocyte  antigen  (HLA) 
type,  the  family  was  unsuccessful 
at  finding  a perfect  match  with  20 
identical  HLA  factors  out  of  350, 
or  even  a similar  one. 

Recently,  an  American  woman 
who  was  tested  in  a Friends  of  Jay 
blood  drive  was  found  to  have  a 
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compatible  type  - not  a perfect 
match  but  close  enough  to  give 
Feinberg  a good  chance  of  a com- 
plete cure.  The  young  woman  — 
whose  identity  may  not  be  re- 
vealed until  after  the  procedure  is 
completed  due  to  American  con- 
fidentiality laws  - will  donate  a 
spoonful  of  bone  marrow  aspirat- 
ed from  her  hip  under  anesthetic, 
and  then  go  home  a few  hours 
later.  She  is  apparently  Jewish,  as 
the  specific  HLA  type  is  more 
common  among  Eastern  Europe- 
an Jews  from  the  same  back- 
ground as  the  Feinberg  family: 
from  Belarus  and  the  Warsaw 
area. 

Feinberg,  a Phi  Beta  Kappa 
graduate  who  fell  ill  soon  after 
beginning  work  at  the  Federal 
Reserve  Bank,  has  been  valiantly 
trying  to  stay  alive  while  his  fam- 
ily searched  for  a compatible  do- 
nor. They  solid  Led  funds,  gave 
interviews  and  set  up  an  informa- 
tion site  on  the  Internet 

“We  received  a check  for 
$10,000  in  the  mail  one  day,”  said 


Arlene  Feinberg,  Jay’s  mother, 
in  a phone  interview  from 
Seattle. 

“It  came  from  the  parents  of  a 
young  woman  who  died  for  lack 
of  a suitable  bone-marrow  dona- 
tion. They  asked  us  to  continue 
our  work  and  save  others.” 

She  and  her  husband  Jack,  who 
have  two  other  adult  sons,  will 
stay  in  Seattle  for  three  to  five 
months  during  Jay’s  recupera- 
tion. “He’s  undergoing  chemo- 
therapy daily  before  (he  trans- 
plant to  completely  weaken  his 
immune  system.  Then  it  will  take 
over  a month  iu  the  hospital  and 
100  days  of  outpatient  care,”  said 
Arlene. 

“When  he  gets  well,  we  expect 
he  will  go  back  to  his  job  at  the 
Federal  Reserve  Bank.  Jay  in- 
tends to  celebrate  the  anniversary 
of  his  transplant  in  Jerusalem.” 

If  Jay  is  cured,'  the  Feinberg 
family  says  they  don’t  intend  to 
give  up  their  voluntary  work. 
“We  will  keep  our  foundation  go- 
ing, so  we  can  give  the  gift  of  life 
to  more  people  with  leukemia,” 
his  mother  promised. 


MKs  move  closer  to  pay  increase 

Wage  hike  would  be  compensation  for  ban  on  moonlighting 


MKs  yesterday  moved  a stage 
closer  to  allotting  themselves  a 33 
percent  pay  rise  after  the  Knesset 
House  Committee  discussed  im- 
plementing law  professor  Ariel 
Rosen-Zvi’s  report  calling  for 
them  to  receive  the  wage  hike  in 
return  for  being  banned  from 
moonlighting. 

At  the  end  of  the  stormy  meet- 
ing, attended  by  Finance  Minister 
Avraham  Shohat,  the  committee 
decided  to  postpone  voting  on 
the  topic  by  a week  to  find  a 
compromise  acceptable  to  the 
ministry  as  well  as  the  MKs. 

Shohat  has  repeatedly  called 
on  his  colleagues  to  refrain  from 
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voting  themselves  a rise  untQ  the 
public  sector  wage  agreements 
expire  in  January  1997.  MKs  now 
earn  around  NIS  13,000. 

The  finance  minister  is  worried 
that  if  the  MKs  receive  a pay  rise, 
salaries  throughout  the  public 
sector  will  go  up  because  of  link- 
age between  them. 

“Deciding  to  alter  the  MKs’ 
wages  will  bring  disaster  on  the 
entire  economy.  I'm  not  saying 
the  MKs’  wages  are  high,  but  in 
certain  situations  you  have  to  act 
responsibly  and  not  bring  about  a 
situation  in  which  the  entire  wage 


system  is  adjusted  upwards,” 
Shohat  told  the  committee.  He 
said  the  wages  of  half  the  econo- 
my would  be  affected  by  a Knes- 
set pay  rise.

Cities  want  parents 
to  pay  for  school  guards

THE  Local  Authorities  Union  has 
called  on  parents  to  participate  in 
maintaining  the  presence  of  armed 
guards  at  the  schools. 

This  follows  the  cabinet’s  deci- 
sion to  hand  over  school  security  to 
the  police  who  plan  to  guard  schools 
and  kindergartens  mainly  by  using 
more  patrol  cars. 

Union  head  Adi  Eldar  said  that, 
for  a mere  NIS  5 per  child  monthly, 
it  would  be  possible  for  the  parents 
to  pay  for  guards  at  every  school. 
Earlier,  the  Parents'  Association  had 
threatened  to  keep  children  home 
when  the  new  school  year  starts  un- 
less guards  are  kept  at  every  school 
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Health  Ministry  and  the  onion  of 
administrative  and  maintenance 
personnel,  who  claim  the  minis- 
try is  not  carrying  out  decisions  of 
the  Padeb  Committee  regarding 
granting  professional  advance- 
ment to  workers. 

The  union  of  administrative  di- 
rectors in  government  hospitals 
yesterday  voiced  its  support  for 


the  work  action,  arguing  that  sal- 
ary scales  for  the  clerks  and  main- 
tenance workers  are  among  the 
lowest  in  the  civil  service. 

Yesterday,  the  union  closed 
down  emergency  rooms  for  two 
hours  at  nine  state  hospitals  for 
the  same  reason. 

The  ministry  said  (he  sanctions 
were  unjustified  because  talks 
with  the  works  committee  are 
continuing. 


Ovarian  cyst  removed  from  newborn 
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A NEWBORN  baby  girl  diagnosed 
(n  utero  with  a large  ovarian  cyst 
underwent  surgery  six  days  after 
birth  at  Hasharon  Hospital  in  Petah 
Tikva.  The  very  rare  surgery,  which 
removed  a benign  cyst  that  filled  her 
abdominal  cavity,  was  successful 
Her  25-year-old  mother  under- 
went a routine  ultrasound  scan  when 
she  was  30  weeks  pregnant  She 
was  referred  to  Prof.  Zion  Ben-Ra- 
phael  of  Hasharon  on  suspicion  that 
the  fetus  had  an  enlarged  bladder 
that  was  not  emptying.  Experts  in 
the  hospital's  clinic  for  fetal  defects 


performed  another  scan  and  decided 
that  the  fetus  had  an  ovarian  cyst 
nearly  eight  centimeters  long. 

Since  the  baby’s  kidneys  were 
normal  the  doctors  recommended 
that  the  woman  continue  with  the 
pregnancy  and  flat  the  baby  be 

treated  immediately  after  birth.  A 
follow-up  scan  near  the  end  of  the 
pregnancy  showed  the  cyst  had 
grown  to  nine  centimeters. 

Using  microsurgery,  doctors 
made  a three-centimeter  cut  and  re- 
moved the  cyst  while  leaving  her 
ovaries  and  fallopian  tubes  intact

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Mubarak:  Sudanese  behind 
assassination  attempt

PRESIDENT  Hosni  Mubarak 
yesterday  blamed  the  Islamic  fun- 
damentalist regime  in  Sudan  for 
helping  to  organize  the  attempt  on 
his  life  in  Ethiopia. 

He  also  disclosed  that  Egypt  has 
dispatched  investigating  teams  to 
Ethiopia  to  look  into  the  attack, 
and  Cairo  newspapers  reported 
the  attackers  may  have  been  Egyp- 
tians who  had  Sudanese  backing. 

Mubarak's  comments  came  as 
be  greeted  thousands  of  Egyptians 
who  attended  a rally  shown  on 
state  television  to  demonstrate 
public  support  for  the  president 
and  relief  that  he  survived  Mon- 
day's assassination  attempt. 

The  rally  was  rebroadcast 
throughout  the  day,  as  was  Mubar- 
ak's return  to  Cairo  on  Monday 
after  the  attack  on  his  motorcade 
in  the  Ethiopian  capital  Addis 
Ababa.  Since  the  incident,  televi- 
sion has  carried  little  but  film  clips 
of  Mubarak  and  patriotic  songs. 

At  the  rally,  the  president  told 
well-wishers:  "A  group  of  Suda- 
nese persons  rented  a villa  on  the 
road  and  gave  haven  to  the  terror- 
ists. Either  this  was  under  organi- 
zation of  the  Sudanese  govern- 
ment - and  I think  that  it  is 
unlikely  - ot  by  Turabi  and  his 
group.” 

It  was  a reference  to  Islamic 
cleric  Hassan  Turabi.  believed  to 
be  the  power  behind  the  govern- 
ment of  Ll  Gen.  Omar  Bashir, 
who  took  power  in  Sudan  in  a 


coup  in  1989. 

Mubarak  also  repeated  accusa- 
tions - denied  by  Sudan  - that  the 
Sudanese  run  training  camps  for 
Mamie  guerrillas. 

•‘They  say  they  don’t  have  train- 
ing camps,  but  they  have  forms. 
They  give  scholarships  to  men 
from  Benin  and  Chad...  and  Tur- 
abi is  teaching  them  forming  and 
terrorism.”  he  said. 


Egypt  and  Sudan  have  had  in- 
creasingly sour  relations  since 
Bashir  came  to  power.  The  Egyp- 
tian government  has  repeatedly 
accused  Sudan  of  supporting 
Egyptian  radicals.  Last  Saturday, 
security  officials  said  a large 
weapons  cache  was  seized  after 
coming  across  the  Sudanese 
border. 

Egyptian  extremists  have 


waged  a three-year  campaign  of 
violence  to  try  to  overthrow  the 
nation's  secular  government  and 
replace  it  with  strict  Islamic  role. 
More  than  750  people  have  died, 
most  of  them  extremists  or 
police. 

Late  Monday,  Sudanese  offi- 
cials issued  statements  denying 
any  involvement  in  the  Addis 
Ababa  attack.  (AP) 


Rwanda  genocide  trial  Polish  priest:  I only 
opens,  elects  president  meant  some  Jews 


THE  HAGUE  (Reuter)  - The 
UN  criminal  tribunal  for  Rwanda 
was  inaugurated  yesterday  with 
an  appeal  to  the  entire  world  to 
help  it  bring  to  justice  those  re- 
sponsible for  the  genocidal  killing 
of  as  many  as  one  million 
Rwandans. 

As  the  11  judges  took  a solemn 
oath  to  exercise  their  powers  im- 
partially, Rwanda's  justice  minis- 
lei  described  the  slaughter  in  his 
country  last  year  as  an  outrage 
against  all  mankind. 

‘‘It  is  the  responsibility  of  hu- 
manity as  a whole  to  avenge 
those  who  perished  in  this  Rwan- 
dan tragedy,”  Alphonse  Nkubito 
told  die  first  public  session  of  the 
tribunal. 

The  tribunal  announced  later 
yesterday  that  it  had  elected 


Judge  Laity  Kama  of  Senegal  as 
its  president  and  Judge  Yakov 
Ostrovsky  of  Russia  as  its  vice- 
president. 

Nkubito  said  the  killing  in 
Rwanda  was  unprecedented  in  its 
swiftness  and  magnitude. 

“Rwandans  slaughtered  their 
brothers,  sisters  and  neighbors... 
neither  infants  nor  old  people 
were  spared,”  he  said. 

Rwanda  needed  other  coun- 
tries' help,  he  said,  because  the 
main  architects  of  the  genocide 
were  living  abroad. 

“Those  who  planned  and 
thought  out  the  genocide  have 
fled  the  countiy  and  are  outside 
Rwanda,”  he  told  a news  confer- 
ence after  addressing  the 
tribunal. 
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WARSAW  (AP)  - A prominent 
Roman  Catholic  priest  accused  of 
giving  an  antisemitic  sermon  two 
weeks  ago  says  he  did  not  intend 
to  insult  Israel  when  he  linked 
Jews  to  Nazism  and  communism. 

The  Rev.  Henryk  Jankowski,  a 
friend  of  President  Lech  Walesa 
and  a pastor  of  the  Solidarity 
movement  since  its  birth  in  1980, 
told  state  television  Monday 
night  that  he  is  not  an  antisemite 
and  does  not  regret  bis 
comments. 

The  priest  said  in  a sermon  on 
June  11:  “The  Star  of  David  is 
implicated  in  the  swastika  as  well 
as  in  the  hammer  and  sickle.” 

Hit  by  a wave  of  criticism  from 
intellectuals,  Jewish  groups. 
Catholic  church  leaders  and  poli- 
ticians, Jankowski  made  matters 
worse  a few  days  later  when  he 
issued  a statement  saying  actions 
by  Jews  “in  banking  and  finance 
circles”  had  led  to  “many  human 
tragedies.” 

On  Monday,  he  said  be  did  not 
intend  to  slander  Israel’s  symbol. 


“The  Israeli  state  was  created 
only  recently.  By  speaking  about 
the  Star  [of  David],  I did  not 
think  about  the  state,”  be  said. 

Jankowski  said  his  comments 
were  not  about  Jews  generally, 
but  about  particular  Jews  doing 
harm  to  Poland. 

He  said  he  especially  referred 
to  “Jerzy  Urban,  the  man  who 
publicly  declares  he  ts  a Jew,  and 
who  insults  [our]  national  feel- 
ings, our  president,  the  Polish- 
born  pope,  the  church  and  its 
primate.” 

Urban,  the  widely  despised 
communist  government  spokes- 
man during  Poland's  martial  law 
crackdown  in  the  early  1980s,  is 
now  the  editor  and  owner  of  a 
strongjy  anti-Catholic  weekly  pub- 
lication, known  for  obscenity. 

Walesa,  who  was  present  when 
Jankowski's  gave  bis  sermon, 
came  under  fire  for  failing  to  de- 
nounce the  sermon  for  nine  days. 
He  eventually  issued  a stroog 
statement  condemning 
antisemitism. 


Irish  peace  worker  Gordon  Wilson  dies 


BELFAST  (Reuter)  - Northern 
Ireland  peace  campaigner  Gor- 
don WQson,  who  cradled  his  dy- 
ing daughter  in  his  arms  after  a 
1987  IRA  bomb  attack,  died  of  a 
heart  attack  yesterday,  sources 
close  to  his  family  said.  He  was 
67.

VATICAN  CITY  (Reuter)  - 
Pope  John  Paul  welcomed  the 
spiritual  leader  of  more  than  150 
million  Orthodox  Christians  to 
the  Vatican  yesterday  for  talks 
both  hope  will  help  reduce  obsta- 
cles to  unity  after  nearly  1,000 
years  of  division.

The  pope,  meeting  Bartholo- 
mew for  the  first  time,  embraced 
the  black-robed  patriarch  and 
walked  with  him  band-in-hand 
into  the  Tower  of  Sr  John,  where 
Bartholomew  will  reside  during 
his  stay  at  the  Vatican. 

Calling  Bartholomew  a “broth- 
er in  reciprocal  love,”  the  pope 
said  he  hoped  Catholics  and  Or- 
thodox Christians  could  ap- 
proach the  year  2000  closer  than 
ever  “so  as  to  proclaim  to  the 
world  our  common  faith.” 

“May  God  make  this  meeting, 
dearest  brother,  a precious  op- 
portunity to  progress  together 
through  prayer,  dialogue  and  co- 
operation along  the  path  of  visi- 
ble unity,”  be  said.

Romania  police:  12  boys 
smashed  Jewish  graves 


BUCHAREST  (Reuter)  - Ro- 
manian police  said  yesterday  that 
12  boys  aged  from  nine  to  14  had 
smashed  dozens  of  headstones  in 
a Jewish  cemetery  in  the  Roma- 
nian capital  but  had  acted  with- 
out any  malice  towards  Jews. 

Jewish  leaders  said  more  than 
100  graves  were  desecrated  in  the 
incident  two  weeks  ago,  which 
they  called  the  worst  attack 
against  a Jewish  cemetery  since 
the  1989  collapse  of  communism. 

Leaders  of  Romania's  small 
Jewish  community  were  still  tak- 
ing stock  of  the  damage  in  a cem- 
etery in  a working  class  Bucha- 
rest district,  but  they  doubted  tbe 
heavy  granite  and  marble  head- 
stones could  have  been  wrecked 
by  children  at  play. 

“The  incident  has  no  antisemi- 
tic character,”  said  Colonel  Ser- 
ban  Stan,  head  of  Bucharest’s 
18th  police  precinct. 

“The  underage  children  were 
not  aware  of  the  gravity  of  their 


acts." 

Police  said  the  boys  allegedly 
sneaked  into  the  Ashkenazi  cem- 
etery “to  eat  blackberries  and 
then  play  by  kicking  the  head- 
stones, which  fell  over  and 
broke." 

“It's  hard  to  believe  small  chil- 
dren playing  could  knock  down 
dozens  of  massive  headstones,” 
Lilian  Sarin,  a leader  of  the  Fed- 
eration of  Jewish  Communities  in 
Romania,  told  Reuters.

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ACRI:  Crackdown  has  begun  against 

illegal  residents  in  the  territories 


THE  civil  administration  has  be- 
gun a crackdown  against  illegal 
residents  of  the  territories  in  the 
past  few  weeks,  the  Association 
for  Civil  Rights  in  Israel  (ACRI) 
said  at  a press  conference  to  mark 
its  annual  report  yesterday. 

Attorney  Eliahu  Abram,  who 
heads  ACRI's  activities  in  the 
territories,  said  the  organization 
has  been  trying  for  a long  time  to 
persuade  the  army  to  change  its 
policies  for  family  reunification, 
which  create  a catch-22  situation: 
The  non-resident  family  member 
cannot  stay  in  the  territories 
while  his  request  is  being  decid- 
ed, but  if  the  resident  member 
goes  to  join  his  family  abroad,  the 
request  will  be  turned  down. 


The  problem  is  especially 
acute,  Abram -said,  because, 
since  only  1,200  requests  a year 
are  accepted,  the  waiting  list  is 
years'  long. 

The  severity  of  this  rule  has 
been  mitigated  over  the  past  year 
or  two  by  the  army’s  policy  of 
turning  a blind  eye  to  family 
members  who  come  to  visit  and 
stay  on  illegally,  Abram  said. 

However,  a few  weeks  ago, 
this  policy  suddenly  stopped. 

In  the  past  few  weeks,  be  said, 
there  have  been  cases  of  soldiers 
entering  people's  homes  at  night 
and  telling  the  illegal  family 
members  they  must  leave  at 
once.  The  army  has  also  threat- 
ened to  revoke  work  permits  if

illegal  family  members  do  not 
leave. 

“This  is  a situation  with  no  se- 
curity justification,”  Abram  said. 
He  said  it  was  not  yet  clear  why 
this  crackdown  was  suddenly  oc- 
curring, but  said  there  was  no 
indication  that  it  was  a high-level 
decision. 

“My  impression  is  that  it’s  sim- 
ply bureaucratic  squareness,”  he 
said. 

ACRI’s  chairman.  Prof.  Edna 
Margalit,  noted  that  ACRI’s 
work  in  the  territories  - which 
used  to  constitute  about  one- 
third  of  its  total  activity  - has 
fallen  off  in  the  past  year. 


“Although  the  number  of  com- 
plaints has  not  fallen  dramatical- 
ly, the  establishment  of  the  Pales- 
tinian Authority  has  significantly 
reduced  ACRI’s  ability  to  ad- 
dress infringements  of  human 
rights  by  the  Israeli  authorities,” 
a summary  of  the  report 
explained. 

Overall,  Margalit  said,  the  hu- 
man rights  situation  has  im- 
proved slightly  since  last  year’s 
conference,  when  then-chairman 
Prof.  Ruth  Gavison  defined  Isra- 
el as  about  at  the  median  for 
Western  countries. 

“However,  we  still  aren’t  at  the 
top,”  Margalit  said  - and  wQl  not 
be  until  the  problem  of  discrimi- 
nation against  Arab  citizens  has 


been  solved. 

The  peace  process,  she  added, 
has  not  helped  much  in  this  re- 
spect. “But  it’s  not  to  be  expected 
that  the  peace  process  would  do 
so  in  and  of  itself,”  she  said. 

However,  Margalit  continued, 
the  Basic  Laws  are  making  a dif- 
ference, and  are  encouraging  oth- 
er legislation  in  their  wake. 

For  instance,  she  noted,  a bill 
to  ban  employment  discrimina- 
tion because  of  race,  religion,  na- 
tionality or  age  recently  passed  its 
first  reading  in  the  Knesset. 

According  to  association  direc- 
tor-general Amos  GO,  Israel  is 
virtually  die  only  Western  coun- 
try which  does  not  yet  have  such 
legislation. 


Court  asked  to  ban  shaking  of  security  prisoners 


THE  General  Security  Service 
should  not  be  allowed  to  shake 
people  during  interrogations,  the 
Association  for  Civil  Rights  in  Is- 
rael (ACRI)  demanded  in  a peti- 
tion to  the  High  Court  of  Justice 
yesterday. 

The  petition  also  asked  for  an 
interim  injunction  against  the  use 
of  shaking,  or  (he  grounds  that 
shaking  any  additional  prisoners 
may  cause  irreversible  damage. 

The  petition  was  filed  due  to 
the  death  of  Abdel  Samed  Hari- 
zat  as  a result  of  shaking  by  a GSS 


investigator. 

It  argued  that,  since  shaking 
has  now  been  proven  capable  of 
causing  death,  it  should  be  imme- 
diately banned. 

Harizat’s  death  was  not  an  ex- 
ceptional event,  ACRI  stressed: 
The  pathological  report  noted 
that  the  phenomenon  of  death  by 
shaking  is  known  in  the  medical 
literature,  which  means  it  is  likely 
to  recur. 

An  independent  opinion  ob- 
tained by  ACRI  from  Dr.  Robert 
Kirschner,  of  the  University  of

Chicago’s  forensic  medicine  de- 
partment, stated  this  clearly,  the 
petition  said. 

“It  is  my  opinion  with  a reason- 
able degree  of  medical  and  scien- 
tific certainty  that  interrogation 
by  shaking  poses  a grave  risk  of 
severe  and  permanent  cerebral 
injury,  including  death,  to  those 
subjected  to  such  trauma," 
Kirschner  wrote. 

The  petition  noted  that  accord- 


ing to  the  pathological  report, 
shaking  someone  by  the  shirt- 
front  appears  to  be  permitted  to 
the  GSS,  whereas  shaking  by  the 
shoulders  is  not 

However,  ACRI  said,  the  re- 
port itself  admits  that  even  shak- 
ing by  the  shirtffont  can  cause 
damage,  so  this  method  should 
be  outlawed  as  well. 

The  petition  added  that  Hari- 
zat’s death  should  not  have  come 
as  a total  surprise,  because  other 
prisoners  have  passed  out  while 
being  shaken  - a sure  sign  the 
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Will  Hobbes  ever  get  the  better  of  Calvin  ?
